REMARKS 

In response to the examiner's comments, all previous claims have been cancelled and 
21 new claims added. A patent attorney assisted solely in reformatting the application to 
conform with 37 CFR 1.121, 

The Examiner rejected all claims over Rich et al. Rich et al deals with agent 
technology, especially the process of conversing with an agent. For example, a user may 
interact with a computer program to search the web for flights based on certam criteria and 
report back whenever a flight meets the criteria. The invention has nothing to do with agent 
technology. The invention deals with a method to assist a participant to subdivide a whole 
work product into subdivisions. These subdivisions enable a variety of collaborative 
functionality identified in the patent. The following table addresses the major issues of the 
reviewer and the corresponding action taken. 



Reviewer's Issue
